While the Powdery Mildew Resistant Cantaloupe strains were developed primarily 
to serve the Imperial Valley in fighting the mildew, on account of their excellent quali- 
ties, they are displacing other varieties in many cantaloupe shipping sections. The canta- 
loupe growers of Arizona, Colorado, New Mexico and much of Texas are fast turning to 
these strains, although they are not affected with mildew in those states. 


One reason for this popularity is the way the cantaloupe will stand long distance 
shipping. Picked on a full slip in California, they arrive on the Eastern Seaboard mar- 
kets in prime eating condition. 


Many strains have been developed but I have selected those which have a distinct 
place in the trade. I grow and list the No. 1 and No. 8 for those growers wanting an 
extra large size melon. The No..50 and No. 50-13 are for growers wanting a somewhat 
smaller size. The No. 45 and D-2 are the standard sizes, the varieties that the California 
and Arizona growers use for main crop. 





RESISTANT D-2..... 88 days. This new Mildew Resistant strain was de- 

aoc veloped from the No. 45, for use in the Imperial 
Valley. It is immune to some forms of mildew that had attacked other varieties. The 
D-2 is a heavy yielder and produces melons slightly larger than the No. 45.

The Onion Seed Crop was very short this past season. I advise placing your orders 
early. 

The Rocky Ford district is one of the important onion producing sections of the 
U.S. Because of the importance of onions to this section, great care and attention is 
given to the strain of seed used. Fully 80% of the seed planted here is from this strain. 
Onions from our seed will average 212 to 3 inches in diameter, with many measuring 4 
to 5 inches. Usual expectations here are for 1000 to 1500 crates to the acre. Our crates 
weigh 42 to 45 lbs. each. We plant in drills and use from 2 to 2% pounds of seed per 
acre. 

Our seed bulbs are selected for uniform size, color and keeping ability. Many of the 
onions raised here go into storage in September and are not taken out until April, they 
must be good keepers to hold that long.
